INTRODUCTION. 


§3P  from  the  point  of  deepest  depression  attained  two  years  ago,  the  industrial  interests  of 
California  have  steadily  improved,  until  now  they  have  reached  a pitch  of  unexampled  prosperity. 
Hand  in  hand  with  this  improvement,  has  been  the  rise  in  the  value  of  real  estate. 

The  prospect  before  us  is  even  most  encouraging.  On  the  1st  of  July,  1860,  the  next  U.  S. 
Census  will  be  taken.  At  the  beginning  of  the  present  year,  the  population  of  California  was  esti- 
mated by  the  most  reliable  statisticians,  at  650,000.  The  immigration  across  the  Plains  alone,  the 
present  season,  exceeds,  by  actual  computation,  50,000  persons.  To  this  add  the  natural  increase, 
the  increase  bv  arrivals  from  sea,  during  the  whole  of  the  present  and  one  half  of  next  year,  and 
we  safely  estimate  our  population  under  the  next  Census  at  675,000.  The  present  basis  of  repre- 
sentation in  Congress  is  one  member  for  every  93,423  inhabitants.  Under  the  next  apportionment, 
to  be  made  immediately  after  the  Census  is  taken,  the  ratio  cannot  possibly  exceed  one  member 
for  every  120  000  inhabitants.  It  is  more  likely  to  be  less.  At  this  ratio,  California  will  be  enti- 
tled to  six  Representatives,  Oregon,  probably,  to  three.  In  a very  brief  time,  therefore,  the  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  Pacific  Coast  will  be  increased  to  four  Senators,  and  nine  members  of  the  lower 
House.  In  addition  to  this,  Washington  Territory  is  becoming  rapidly  populated,  and  will  soon 
be  knocking  for  admission  into  the  Union.  Nevada  and  Arizona  arc  clamorous  for  a Territorial 
organization,  and  the  indications  are,  that  Lower  California  will  soon  become  parcel  of  our 
Republic. 

The  political  influence  of  the  Pacific  Coast  will  shortly,  then,  be  largely  augmented;  her  voice 
can  no  longer  be  stifled ; her  wants,  no  longer  overlooked  ; her  demands  no  longer  slighted.  With 
full  confidence — a confidence  begot  of  existing  causes,  and  not  the  mere  dreams  of  the  enthusiast — 
we  may  count  upon  the  adoption  of  the  initiatory  steps /for  the  construction  of  the  railroad;  we 
may  expect  the  completion  of  two  lines  of  trans-continental  telegraph — one  by  way  of  Salt  Lake, 
tlie  otherjby  El  Paso — both  now  partially  constructed,  and  both  being  pushed  energetically  to 
completion.  We  may  look  for  daily  arrivals  by  Overland  Mail ; a line  of  steamers,  direct  from 
England ; steamers  to  Japan  and  China ; lines  of  railroad  and  of  turnpikes  throughout  our  State  ; 
the  completion  of  the  great  government  Works  begun;  the  construction  of  national  vessels  at  our 
Navy  Yard ; the  opening  of  new  fields  to  our  commerce,  to  capital  and  to  labor.  To  all  these 
results,  the  great  increase  in  our  representation  will  directly  and  necessarily  contribute. 

California  is  now,  financially,  one  of  the  most,  if  not  the  most  prosperous  State  in  the  Union. 
Her  debt  is  less  than  four  millions,  payable  in  twenty  years.  She  has  $350,000  in  cash  in  her 
treasury.  Her  taxable  property  in  1858  amounted  to  $135,000,000.  Sufficient  returns  of  the 
assessment,  this  year,  already  made  public,  indicate  a total  taxable  property  in  1859,  of  nearly 
$150,000,000.  Taxes,  therefore,  can  and  will  be  reduced.  These  causes  and  these  prospects  have 
produced  a steady  rise  in  the  value  of  real  estate  in  San  Francisco.  That  rise  has  been  legitimate, 
not  speculative.  Purchases  have  been  made  for  improvement,  chiefly  for  homesteads  by  indus- 
trious and  enterprising  citizens  of  small  means. 

Within  the  past  two  years  upwards  of  three  hundred  new  buildings,  many  of  them  of  the  most 
substantial  character,  have  been  erected  ; and  yet  there  are,  by  count,  but  eighty  structures  at  this 


moment,  within  onr  limits,  unoccupied.  Our  streets,  sidewalks  and  sewers  have  been  greatly 
improved,  and  to  cap  all,  there  are  more  valuable  and  substantial  structures  now  in  process  of 
erection,  or  about  to  be  put  up,  than  at  any  one  time,  for  years  past. 

Wo  are,  withal,  free  from  all  apprehension  of  conflagration.  In  a word,  Our  present  prosperity 
is  healthy  and  permanent.  Never  again  can  we  witness  the  fluctuations  of  years  gone  by. 

It  is  with  confidence,  then,  we  invite  a careful  inspection  of  the  catalogue  of  valuable  property 
offered  at  this  sale.  It  is  situated  in  the  most  thriving  and  desirable  portions  of  the  city,  and  the 
very  fact  that  it  will  pass  into  a multitude  of  hands,  will  insure  its  rapid  improvement.
